No country will welcome ao 
refinery if its establishment 
means dearcr or poorer quality 
petroleum products and, at the 
same time, it is necessary to cn- 
sure that the refinerics to be 
built can be of a size and 
calibre to justify the very con- 
sidcrabld capital cost required— 
one refinery plant in Malaya ts 
expected to cost £7 million, 
while the refinery planned for 
Singaporo {s estimated at £4%

Thus, not only must it be 
possible for petroleum products 
sto be manufactured locally at no 
greater cost than the cost of the 
imported products, but,the dif- 
ference between import parity 
and the cost of local refining 
should be suMcient to give a 
reasonable return on tho refinery 
Investment. 


LOCATION AND SIZE 


The location and the size of o 
refinery plant are two of the 
most Important factors in decid- 
ing ;whether a refinery will be 
fn economic proposition. A re- 
finery must be logically located 
both in relation to its source of 
supply of crude ofl (the nearest 
source of - ly may not 
necessarily produce the most 
suitable crude ofl fer processing 
for the local market)—and to the 
potential market for its products. 


In addition to considering the 
relative ¢ost of © transporting 
crude oll and praducts to the 
country concerned the practle- 
ability of matching the refinery’s 
output with the pattern of de- 
mand for individual petroleum 

roducts in the consuming area 
i of supreme importance. 

And £0, whilst on an overall 
tonnage basis the local refinery 
of crude oll may, aot first sight, 
appear to be an ‘economical pro- 
position, an unbalanced product 
demand may result in o surplus 
of one or more products for 
which export markets will have 
fo be found, and as more and 
more countries devclop thelr own 
refining industry, this problem 
will become increasingly dimcult 
to solve, 

The question of size in the 
economics of industrial plant 
has been fairly well understood 
since the Industrinl Revolution 
and, with one or two technical 
exceptions, the same’ factors 
apply also to the plant required 
for refining petroleum products, 
The larger the refincry, . 
lower the unit cost of the pro- 
ducts manufactured, and a re- 
fincry must be above a certain 
minimum size before it becomes 
economle to run it at all, Like 
other industrial plant, it must be 
opernted os nearly as possible at 
full capacity all the time if it Is 
to pny its way. |

Refusing the appeal, Mr 
Justice BiaireKerr said there 
was ample evidence to convict 
the necused.
